SYNAGOGS BURN 


Murder of Diplomat in 


Paris Cited as Cause

Berlin —W— Mobs charged into

ious parts of the capital. 


Propaganda Minister Paul

seph Goebbels this afternoon is.-ued 
a brief appeal to the German popu- 
lace to desist from further anti- 
Jewish demonstrations. 


"The justifiable and under<-t..nd- 


able indignation of the G-.rman 
people over the cowardly Jewish 
n.urder of a German diplomat in 
Paris has resulted during the past 
night in extensive demonstrations," 
said Goebbels. 


"The entire population is r.ow. 


however, strictly requested t.i de- 
sist immediately from all 
further 


demonstrations and actions of v/hat- 
ever nature against jewdom. 


"The final answer to Jewry will 


be given in the form of la"/s or 
decrees." 


Goebbels' appeal was issued at 4 


p. m. (9 a. m.. C. S. T.) som<- 14 
hours after violence began in Ber- 
lin. 


Synagogs Afire 


Shop windows were smashed in 


several German centers. Synaeogs 
were broken into. Fires raged in 
seven of the 20 Berlin synagogs as 
well as in Munich and Dresden syn- 
agogs.

pushed police aside in Friedvlch- 
strasse, in downtown Berlin, and 
surged into the arcade between that 
important avenue and famed Unter 
Den Linden.

war of 1911 he was sent to Tripoli 
on special staff duty, and won pro- 
motion in the fighting. The first 
Balkan war was over before he 
returned from Africa but in the sec- 
ond Balkan war he was chief of 
staff for a division stationed on the 
Gallipoli peninsula. He was mil- 
itary attache at Sofia, Bulgaria, 
with rank as colonel, when Tur- 
key entered the World War. 


Gallipoli Victory Significant 


The German staff rated him as 


one of the ablest Turkish officers 
and, because of his 1913 experience, 
he was a "natural" for command of 
a Gallipoli sector when the allies 
attacked there in 1915. Resistance 
of the forts and land batteries kept 
the Franco-British fleet out of the 
straits and by the time 
British 


troops were landed the Turks, un- 
der Mustapha Kemal's inspiration, 
were ready to repel them, a defeat 
which virtually sealed the doom 
of czarist Russia and resulted in re- 
organization of the British cabinet. 
It brought Mustapha Kemal pro- 
motion to "Pasha." 


For the rest of the war he served 


successively in the Caucasus, 
in 


Arabia, on missions to 
German 


general headquarters and as

corps commander in Palestine. He 
was so opposed to the 
armistice 


which the Turks signed Oct. 30, 
1918. that he gave up his post. 


He began to write his name large 


in Turkish history the next year 
when Sultan Mohammed VI sent 
him to demobilize troops in north- 
eastern Anatolia. By this time the 
allies were fast reducing the erst- 
while Ottoman empire to a state of 
vassalage. The Greeks in May, 1919, 
landed an army in Smyrna and in- 
augurated their control of the city 
and surrounding .territory 
by a 


massacre. Before Mustapha Kemal 
Pasha reached his destination at 
Sivas, the whole nation was seeth- 
ing with indignation, the authority 
of the sultan was fading and the 
troops were in a- state of mutiny.

"The bonds shall be delivered to 


the purchaser upon receipt of the 
purchase price, provided, however, 
that such refunding bonds shall be 
issued only as a like principal 
amount of outstanding indebtedness 
being refunded is retired and can- 
celled." 


21 Per Cent Interest 


The latter provision is designed 


to prevent the new loan being add- 
ed to the present city debt, which 
is almost up to. the 5 per cent of 
valuation allowed by the state con- 
stitution. The resolution also levied 
a yearly tax for the payment of 
principal and interest. The $82.000 
loan is now with the state land

THE ELECTION 


The party in power ordinarily expects 


a recession of public support during an 
off-year election although that was not 
the result four years ago. 


The blows which the New Deal re-

While the Administra- 
tion is not knocked out it is reeling, and 
probably-finished with .blowing kisses to 
the gallery. 


And now there stands out in clear out- 


line from many Roosevelt utterances that 
caution which the President issued in his 
first address to congress five years ago last 
spring, Mr. Roosevelt, then still uncap- 
tured by the radicals, warned congress 
that liberal regimes had usually been 
wrecked upon the rocks of unsound finan- 
cial policies, a warning he was soon to 
withdraw when he leaped into command 
of all the forces bent upon as wild and 
reckless a program of wastage,—covered 
over here and there by some sound prop- 
ositions,—as ever wrecked the chances of 
normal recovery anywhere.

There has been some salvage however. 
In Illinois Mr. Lucas, a congressman, 


..as been elected upon the 
Democratic 


ticket to the senate. But Lucas, an ex- 
soldier, was no coddler of radicalism. In 
congress he had been a manly indepen- 
dent, voting for social security, an ex- 
cellent program, but Drying to make it 
practical, and opposing the President on 
his dictatorial plans, speaking out brave- 
ly in opposition to treading upon the ju- 
diciary. 


And Governor Lehman, a sane, sound 


thinking man, was saved in New York, 
not because he was for the present admin- 
istration but because he had the courage 
to point out its glaring errors when he 
might have taken the iilent course since 
he was not a member of congress.

it was who petitioned Senator Wagner to 
fight against making the supreme court 
subservient to the \Vhite House.

But the list of victories for the Re- 


publicans is an impressive one. 


One of the most surprising upsets was 


right here in Wisconsin. 
The Republi- 


cans, without a seat in rongress, put Wiley 
in the senate and won all congressional 
seats but two which were lost to the Pro- 
gressives. The Democrats are out in the 
cold entirely. 


The country need not think however 


that Mr. LaFollette's new political party 
has been stillborn. 
Mr. Dewey, though 


defeated in New York by Governor Leh- 
man, is still the outstanding personage on 
the horizon for the Republican nomination 
for the presidency in 1940. 


Men who have ability and determina- 


tion, such as LaFolk'Uc and Dewey, can- 
not be classed with those who merely 
rode to po\ver on the crest of some wave 
or a fugitive coattail like Earlc of Penn- 
sylvania, McGill of Kansas, Diedtrich of 
Illinois and othcis.

The defeat of Governor Murphy of 


Michigan was a "bitter upset to Mr. Roo- 
sevelt. The theory is held by many ob- 
servers of political eveists that it was the 
President who outlined Mr. Murphy's con- 
duct of automobila strikes which even- 
tually led to his undoing. 


While Murphy was badly defeated in 


the agricultural areas he failed to attract 
the support among the workers in the in- 
dustrial areas that was necessary to hold 
h:m in office. His retreat before the radi- 
cals who directed sitdown strikes, wrecked 
factories and destroyed machinery, was 
one of th^ strongest reproaches heaped 
upon him. 


And yet part of his conduct in these

In a choice of shoot in? down or beating 
into submission somp angry workers or de- 
ferring decision for a few days to cool off 
we think the governor who takes the lat- 
ter course should not be torn to pieces 
just because the law; are not immediately 
obeyed.

The" overwhelming defeat of the lily- 


handed aristocrat in Pennsylvania who 
has been governor and was trying to get 
to the senate is another happy circum- 
stance for the country.

could be who were unrelated. 


But the wildest days of Penrose and 


Quay could hardly match the corruption 
under Earle who was preaching reform 
and posing as a saint.

The election of the millionaire Heil in 


Wisconsin and the mill'onaire Vanderbilt, 
Republican candidate 'lor governor of 
Rhode Island, and of Senator Taft in Ohio 
show that wealth, opportunity and dis- 
tinction are no handicaps against a man 
but rather, in some instances, in his favor. 


Vanderbilt's election is particularly sig- 


nificant because little Rhode Island had 
become an exceedingly strong Democratic 
state, but this scion of one of America's 
oldest and wealthiest families marched to 
the goal as easily as Wisconsin's Howard 
Weiss bowled over Northwestern at Evan- 
ston last Saturday .

Various elements contributed to this 


slashing defeat of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration. 


It had been tried foi nearly six years 


and found decidedly wanting in regard to 
its major promises. 


Eleven or twelve million men still seek 


employment. About 40 million people, all 
told, are being fed, cloihed, or otherwise 
supported by the 
federal government 


which means by the rest of the people. 


The public began to wonder whether 


America is to become a chronic and bed- 
ridden invalid. It has sec-n very few things 
advanced by the administration that did 
not appear to even make the situation 
more acute or somehow obstruct a return

"If we as Americans, believe in 


democracy, we must make it a 
positive force in our lives. We can 
talk glibly about communism and 
fascism but when we are asked 
who our representatives are, what

we don't know. We can't merely 
talk, the time has come to face 
facts and dig down deep for meth- 
ods for peace. We are no longer 
rural communities, we are a world 
community and we must bring our 
thinking into world community 
channels. 


"There has been little growth, 


along with our development in- 
dustrially, in learning, in learning 
how to live. We- have carried over 
all thoughts and acts and living 
methods of the age before we be- 
came a world community. We must 
stop 'beating round the mulberry 
bush* and face facts and talk facts." 


As practical methods for promo- 


tion 
of the cause of peace, the 


Rev. Mr. Jacobs, listed education, 
declaring that angels are not pro- 
duced overnight, that Hitler, Stalin, 
and Mussolini were using educa- 
tion to promote their philosophies 
but we have done little as a de- 
mocracy to promote our philoso- 
phy. 


Respect For Law

reverance for law and respect for 
others.

CARE OF HUNTING DOGS 


By Ozark Ripley 


AN seldom give dogs the at- 
tention ihey should when out 
on a hunt. One of the chief 


faults is negligence in feeding. The 
feeding task is usually left to the 
other fellow, or else no piopei 
food is taken on the trip. There is 
no excuse for this short-sightedness, 
particularly when there are plenty 
of sources for an adequate supply 
of dog food. 
Even the smallest 


country stores now have some of 
the standard brands of 
prepared 


food which will sustain the dogs 
while working 


If the dogs are not accustomed 


to prepared food, they can fre- 
quently be induced to take it if 
a little milk is added. Also, it is 
easy to get ground 
fresh 
meat 


which will be palatable. If dogs 
are to do good work, they must 
have good food to provide them 
with the needed energy. 


Feed Before Hunt 


The old idea that dogs should not 


be fed in the morning before hunt- 
ing has been exploded even though 
some hunters still cling to it. Man 
or beast must have enough fuel to 
carry on. Dogs which cannot di- 
gest two meals a day when idle ac- 
tually need that much food when 
working. By observing the work o 
dogs afield, one can readily see the 
difference between the performance 
of those fed oniv once a day and 
those fed gefore and after working 
The dogs fed two meals carry on 
all day much better than the others 
and after two or three days of hare 
work are not worn out. The dog 
fed only once a day will show th» 
strain and not be capable of with 
standing grueling tests. 


Early Bird Gets Results 


The sportsman who has his dog 


looking well durjng a whole week 
of hunting invariable rises early in 
the morning and feeds his dogs a 
least two hours before he take 
them hunting. The morning mea 
should not be heavy but should con 
sist of enough dry prepared food 
or cooked meat with a little vege- 
table mixed in to furnish strength. 
At night the dogs should be fed 
all they will eat. 
If they refuse 


food when they return to camp, it 
may be that they are too tired. Let 
them rest and give them a good 
massaging before 
offering • them 


food a second time. 
Then they 


will go for it readily.

forty-five years is a fifty-five pound 
pointer with a tremendous appetite.

Prairie Dogs 


Prairie dogs aren't real dogs, but 


they bark almost like dogs, and 
that explains their name. They are 
classed in the squirrel family, but 
have shorter tails and heavier 
bodies than the tree squirrels. They 
live on the ground, and in holes 
under the ground. 


In digging a hole, the prairie dog 


tunnels down in a slanting way. A 
hole may be as long as 12 or 15 
feet, and it is sure to have a room 
for a nest and another room for 
storing food. 


Near the entrance to the hole, 


a mound of earth is thrown up and 
packed down. The animals pack 
the mound by trampling on it and 
by pressing it with their noses. As 
a result, a great deal is done to 
keep water from draining into the 
hole after a rain. 


Prairie 
dogs 
don't 
like wet 


homes, and they don't care much 
about drinknig water. They obtain 
moisture by eating grass and oth- 
er plant food, and can live without 
water for longer than camels can 
go without a drink. 


Large 
groups of prairie dog 


mounds are to be seen here and 
there in the region where the ani- 
mals live, which runs from north- 
ern Mexico 
through 
the plains 


northward toward 
the 
Canadian 


border. Thousands of mounds may 
be found in an area of a few 
square miles, and each mound is 
close to the entrance of a family 
home. The largest "dog town" on 
record was located in Texas, anc 
was found to cover a space equal 
to the area of a 35-mile square. 


A prairie dog family does not al- 


ways live by itself in a hole. Weas- 
els, burrowing owls or rattlesnakes 
sometimes share the home. This 
fact gave rise to stories that snakes, 
owls, weasels and 
prairie 
dogs 


lived'happily together. 


Closer study has shown that 


when such home life exists, it is 
far from happy. The snakes often 
eat baby "dogs," and sometimes the 
prairie dogs bury the snakes alive. 
We also are told that young owls 
are killed by the prairie dogs. 


When the animals are mixed up 


that way, it probably is just an ac- 
cident. A snake may enter a hole 
which appears to have been given 
up. Later the prairie dogs come 
back, and either fight the visitors 
or try to get along with them one 
way or another. 


Coyotes are enemies of prairie 


dogs. The little animals, only about 
a foot long supply the 
coyotes 


with many meals, but they don't do 
it if they can help it! They like life, 
and when they spy an enemy they 
run as fast 
as they can to get 


down into their holes. 


In.some parts of the plains re-| 


gion, prairie dogs have proved a 
pest to the farmers. They eat grain 
when they can get it, and each 
year the damage runs to millions 
of dollars. That 
is why farmers, 


with guns and with poison carry on 
a war against them.

vested in the courts. 


Commission lias Power 


In a six to one opinion. Justice 


Fowler dissenting, the high court 
ruled^that the delegation of such 
power to the industrial commission 
by the state legislature is proper 
and constitutional 


Author of the majority opinion is 


Chief Justice Marvin B. Rosenber- 
ry, who observed, however, that in 
the determination 
of .such relief 


liability by the commission "there 
is provided an elaborate procedure 
in which the language is applicable 
only to courts having full judicial 
powers," and which, "if given its 
Irteral meaning, 
would constitute 


the industrial commission a glori- 
fied court of illimitable jurisdiction 
in matters relating to relief." 


While he criticized the loose lan- 


guage of the law, the chief justice 
explained that "it is failure to rec-
